Regular Horses Indisposed. 


President Roosevelt's two regular rid- 
ing horses were out of commission’ yes- 
terday. both being  indisposed. The 
\president’s orderly wished to try out 
the new horse, but the president took it 
upon himself to do this. He regards the 
horse he rode as a good one, but being 
young, he has a tendency to rear up on 
slight provocation. The president was 
dressed in khaki and the fact that he 
got thoroughly wet did not become ap- 
parent to those who saw him after the 
accident. Several carriages which had 
crossed the ford just ahead of the presi- 
dent etopped and the occupants were 
alarmed at what was happening. The 
experience with its many serious pos- 
sibilities has not dulled the president's 
pleasure in riding and he takes consider- 
able gratification in the test of his 
horsemanship, as both times the anima] 
reared he instinctively threw himself 
forward so that his head was directly 
beside that of the rearing animal, and 
the reins being thrown loose, had no 
tension whatever to pull the horse back- 
ward.

This man, without a memory or without a 
conscience (?), forgets or ignores the following notorious failures of 
banks while under his Argus eyes as watch-dog of the Treasury, in 
all of which, depositors suffered heavy losses, viz.: The State Sav- 
ings Bank and the Union Trust Company of Atlanta, whose presi- 
dent, W. C. Hale, fled the state; the Merchants Bank of Atlanta, the 
Home Bank of the same city; a noted bank at Athens, where the 
cashier fled from justice, and the well-known bank at Brunswick, 
where the president suicided. Two State Depositories at Bruns- 
wick and at Rome failed under his “watchful” eyes, and lawsuits 
expensive to the State ensued.

5. The court’s decision in favor of the State has fully answered 
all the other constantly repeated —— and I refer to that, and 
this seems to have satisfied all parties except the very few litigants 
in this case, who I am told you have induced to get up a circular 
of complaint against me, repeating the old charges, exploded and 
discarded by the court. 

All know that personal politics is behind your brutal attack, and 
all fair and just Georgians endorse my care of the State Treasury 
znd my: efforts to foster and preserve our State Banks. This am- 
bitious fellow is to be pitied for his inability to understand this legal 
matter, though I have more than once tried to get it intd his be- 
fuddied brain. I am surely not to blame for his mental and physical 
misfortune.

European Spinners See Littl 
Hope of Breaking It. 


CONGRESS HAS ADJOURNED 


it Will Meet in Italy Next Year. 
Question of Speculation Thor- 
eughliy Discussed by the 
Congress and a Reso- 
lution Adopted. 


Paris, June 3.—The International 
Cotton Congress finished its labors to- 
day and adjourned to meet in Italy in 
i909, either at Milan or Rome, the place 
and the exact date to be determind 
later. Among the most important res- 
olutions adopted by the congress was 
one inviting all confederated assoclia- 
tions in the various countries interested 
in cotton to join in a harmonious cur- 
tailment during periods of distress aris- 
ing from over or underproduction; an- 
other invtes the Buropean governments 
to study and advange the extension of 
colonial production of cotton; a third 
instructs the cotton contract committee 
to place before the exchanges of Europe 
a recommendation for the substitution 
of the net weight basis of purchase for 
the present basis, which allows a 
shrinkage of thirty pounds ina bale of 
500 pounds, and a fourth looks to the 
intreduction into Europe of the mutual 
mill insurance system, now in vogue in 
America. 


Speculation in Cotton, 


The question of adopting measures in 
an effort to prevent unwholesome spec- 
ulation in cotton was thoroughly can- 
vassed, but the only action taken was 
the adoption of a resolution instruct- 
ing the permanent committee to study 
a method of creating reserves of cotton 
in Europe sufficient to insure the bMu- 
ropean industry against inordinate 
prices, due to American speculation. 

The congress adopted also in princi- 
ple a resolution instructing the perma- 
nent committee to prepare annual cot- 
ton statistics with .he object of warn- 
ing the industry when machinery was 
being augmented beyond the means of 
consumption. The congress’ further 
agreed to authorize the commmittee to 
study the American proposition for the 
establishment in the southern states of 
a cotton experiment station, foundédl 
and: managed under the auspices of the 
foreign industry, for the purpose of 4as- 
certaining the real cost of production 
and suggesting methods of lowering this 
cost. 

Little Hope of Breaking Monopoly. 


“ The |Amerivan delegates think that 
the enterprises of the congre*s will be 
generally heipful, and the foreign dele- 
gates recognize that there is little hope 
of breaking the American monopoly. 
Nevertheless, they say the congress 
marks the advent of systematic foreign 
competition, and they believe the best 
method to meet this foreign antago- 
nism ig for America to exercise great- 
er care in the preparation of its cotton 
and to ship it in better condition. 

The proposition to change the pur- 
chasing system of cotton to the net 
weight basis is regarded as the most 
important action of the congress, and 
the Amé@rican delegates think it prob- 
ably will be adopted in America if it is 
sus@cessfully introduced in Europe.

New York, June 3.—The recount of the 
ballots in the disputed mayoralty elec- 
tion of 1905 proceeded with expedition 
today before Justice Lambert in the su- 
preme court, and twenty-nine ballot 
boxes were opened mhich showed a gain 
or sixteen votes for William R. Hearst. 
Seventy-seven boxes thave heen counted 
since the recount was begun, and the 
total gained for Hearst is 123. Early 
today Hearst made large gains which 
weré materially reduced by the recount 
late in the day.

French, pastor of the First Methodist 
church, made an address to the Atlanta 
camp, No. 159, United Confederate ver- 
erans. 

A representative gathering of the old 
veterans were present to witness the cel- 
ebration of the birth of their beloved 
presidnt. 

Miss Alice. Baxter, president of the 

Daughters of the Confederacy, presented 
during the services a new chapter, Col- 
lege Park. The new chapter was given 
its charter, and accorded the full priv- 
illeges of the society.

At Montgomery, Ala., the “Cradle of 
the Confederacy,’ and where the con- 
federate government was first organe 
ized with Jeff Davis as president. cere- 
monies were held which. will help to 
perpetuate the memory of the cause of 
which Davis was the head. ‘Fhese cere- 
monies consisted in marking the spots 
where Davis was elected, where he was 
inaugurated, where his first office as 
president was situated and the site of 
first headquarters.of the new. govern- 
ment. Later permanent markings will 
be placed on these historic spots. 

Simultaneously with the Montgomery 
exercises memorial meetings were. in 
progress from Virginia to Texas, while 
business was stopped by holidavs in 
Some states, and slowed down in others 
as a tribute to the life and deeds of 
Jeff Davis. Among the day's celebra- 
tions were those at Fairview. 
county, Kentucky, Davie’ birthplace, and 
at Beauvoir. Miss., for years his home, 
and now a confederate veterans’ home.

Significant among the day’s memorials 
were many speeches in praise of Jeff 
Davis’ lofty charactér and analysis of 
controlling principles of his life. In 
general, the tenor Of these speeches 
was that of remarks of Bishop (Chas. 
B. Galloway, at Oxford, Miss.. when he 
said that Davis ‘madé every effort to 
avert the clash between. the states and 
that he was one of the conservative 
men of the civil war period. 

In New Orleans the site of a monu- 
ment to President Davis was dedicated. 
The details of this monument have not 
been decided upon yet, but it is. pro- 
posed to erect an imposing memorial 
and to further this purpose the confed- 
erate organizations and the people of 
the south will ‘be given an opportunity 
to contribute towards erecting the mon- 
ument, This structure will stand ifn 
Audubon park. It will face the Tulane 
university, from whieh it will be separ- 
ated by the most beautiful street in 
the. city. Behind the monument will 
Stretch the wide reaches of Audubon 
park, with their touches of tropical 
foliage. Today’s ceremony consisted 
only in consecrating the ground on 
which the memorial will stand, no part 
of the monument yet being available for 
the ceremonies. In addition to the 
Davis memorials today was generally 
observed in marking the graves of con- 
federate soldiers. 


Daughter of Davis Observes Day. 

Colorado Springs, Colo., June 3.—The 
one hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
Jefferson Davis was celebrated quietly 
here today by Mrs. J. A. Hayes, of this 
citv, the daughter of the leader of the 
confederacy, and the only member of his 
family now eurviving. No formal func- 
tion marked the event, the celebration of 
the day being Kept within the family 
circle.

This committee visited the farm and was 
given every opportunity to question and cross- 
question all employees and inmates, both ia 
and out of the presence of the officers. We 
examined a large number of prisoners, white 
and black as well as the employees, taking 
down their names and evidence, which we 
have on file, but which is not necessary: to be 
given verbatim. 

Every prisoner testified emphatically that 
they were treated well; that they were given 
all the food they wanted, and that the food 
was clean and wholesome; well prepared, and 
they never had seen or had any = spoiled 
meats Or vegetables given them; that Cap- 
tain Coombs gave them delicacies very often 
from his own house, and at his own expense; 
that he was himself, and required from all 
the guards, uniform kindness to the prison- 
erg; that. two guards were promptly dis- 
oharged two years ago for cursing prisoners, 
since which time nothing of the kind had oc- 
curred; that Captain Coombs often volunta- 
rily sent men back to the yafd and hospital, 
when they had been pronounced able to work 
by the doctor. More than this, he has often 
changed men from heavy to lighter work 
when he saw that they were not physically 
able to do same. 

All testifed that they had fever seen any- 
one unmercifully whipped, and that it was 
seldom that a whipipng occurred, and if Cap- 
tain Coombs was present, he would stop the 
use of the strap after a few licks and tell 
the prisoner .to see if he would not do right 
without a whipping. 

We caused Will Ford, 
have been cruelly whipped, 
our presence in the yard that we might see 
for ourselves. We made a critical ewamina- 
tion and he showed no such signs as alleged; 
on his back were sores pronounced to be, by 
the physician, syphilitic, and this was cor- 
roborated by the hospital steward. Many 
testified that the sores were on his person 
when he came to the camp. The negro Ford 
impressed us as being a vicious, mean and 
hard eontrol negro; insolent even in our 
presence to Captain Fitzpatrick, It is our 
belief that no matter how much whipping he 
had received, that it was not as much as 
was needed in his case. The witnesses tes- 
tified that Ford was given five  lashes—re- 
leased, and then, on account of his impudence 
to Captain Fitzgerald, he was given five 
more... and it required four men to over- 
‘power him to apply the strap. Captain Fitz- 
patrick did the whipping, and in our opin- 
fon he was more than: justified. The inmates 
are all fond of (®@tain Coombs, and appre- 
ciate his kindness, and each one testified that 
he had often been the recipient of special 
favors from Captain Coombs, and that they 
were treated with all the consideration that 
they could expect @* ask for, and that they 
had been far better treated than one might 
suppose, taking into consideration that they 
were prisoners serving sentence for crimes, 
commftted Several of the prisoners were 
welt faguainfed with the negro, Will Kow- 
land. before he came 6 the farm, and they 
testified that he was a worthless crimina!; 
that he Mau spent most of his time on the 
county gangs while not in the penitentiary; 
that he was a mean negro, and not worthy 
That the said Will Rowland had 
been in the hospital for over two months, and 
that they had not seen him do any work at 
all: that he was well taken care of and that 
he was never whjpped while in the camp, but 
from what they could see that he should 
have had several whippings In conclusion, 
we desire to say that we are personally ac- 
quainted with Captain Ceombs, and we know 
that he is a kind-hearted man; one who feels 
that the misfortunes of his fellowman should 
be treated with consideration. We know that 
he attends personally to all the details of his 
position at the farm, and we feel that the 
state has in Captain Coombs an officer that 
it may feel proud of. We believe the charges 
‘ Rowland are false, malicious and 
eame from a depraved criminal, and are not 
worthy of credence.

New York, Pune 3.—The stock market 
was subjected to quite a drenching at 
the outset by the outpouring of sales tn- 
duced by consideration of some of the 
overnight developments. The spasmodic 
nature of the drop in prices, which re- 
suited in opening the way to an upward 
reaction and a practically complete re- 
pair of the opening losses, was effected 
at midday. A notable contraction in 
the volume of the transactions then oc- 
curred, as though the speculative tem- 
per favored a breathing spell to take 
account of ‘the violent experiences 
through which the market has been car- 
ried this week. Prices relapsed suddenly 
at the last to about the lowest. Large 
attention was attracted to the reports 
from Washington of the plans of the 
government authorities ‘for pushing a 
new suit against the Standard Oi] Com- 
pamy on rebating charges, which might 
invoive. maximum fines, even in excess 
of those imposed in the previous suit, 
now on appeal to the higher courts. The 
speculative operators in stocks showed 
the same feeling toward this news that 
they did ‘toward the announcement of 
the suit against the New Haven rail- 
road for violation of the anti-trust law, 
it was interpreted as an indication of a 
renewed determination on the part of the 
administration to push prosecutions 
against corporations. 

‘there seemed to be a serious view 
taken of the cut in prices of steel bars. 
nig was partiy due to the tone of pub- 
lic comment on that action. Its impor- 
tance was enhanced also by a report 
from Pittsburg that the subject ’was figur- 
ing in the wage negotiations going on 
between the western bar iron associa- 
tions and the Amalgamated Association of 
Steel Workers. Not only this cut in gteel 
bars, but the prospect of reduction in 
other lines was urged. it was reported 
that this negotiation was in favor of 
an agreement for lower wages. Finan- 
cial sentiment is sensitive to sugges- 
tions of wage controversies, and What- 
ever approval has been shown of the 
policy of maintenance of prices which 
the steel trade has sought to enforce, 
has been due to the claim of its adyo- 
cates that iit would obviate the necessity 
ot reducing wages in that industry. This 
claim was accorded about the same.sym- 
pathy as that advanced in behalf of an 
advance in railroad freight rates to eafe- 
guard the rate of wages of railroad em- 
ployees. ‘Ihe present unfavorable view 
of the cut in steel prices, however, is 
due more t@ the feeling that it is a be- 
lated response to a course of affairs that 
should have been recognized earlier. . It 
is feared that the unsettling effect of de- 
clining prices is now still to be faced, 
while the ‘ulterior ‘benéfits of revived 
demand and expanding Diisiness might be 
already felt, ag in the tée¥tile*trades, had 
the action been taken sooner.
